He ſays indeed here (and in 
other [poop womld inſinuate the ſame ) That they were never thus be-. 
liev'd by any Catholick,nor never thus approv'd of by the Church. . 
But that's onely bis word againſt the Biſhop's Proof, and ſeoifie nothing 
but to convince the world of the ſhameleſs Impudence ef Popiſh Writers, 
whocan even in Print, andinthe face of a learned anA inquiring People, 
affirm things contrary to dirctt. Proofs, without eutr ſo much as endea- 
Vouring to anſwer thoſe Proofs. -1 ſee no.reafon therefore why the Biſbop-. 
might not have term'd them Principles of Faith, if he had pleas'd, but 
that it was not at all material to the deſign of bis Diſtourſe ſo todo ; 'twas 
enough for his purpoſe toprove them Principles of their Religion, (which 
he has moſt clearly done) no matter whether they hold them neceſſary to- 
Saluation,or not ; their very holding them as Principles.of their Reli- 
gion, does make that ſufficiently dangerous to Princes, which was what 
the Biſhop undertook to ſhow. But let 4s ſuppoſe now, that the Biſhop can- 
not term theſe Piſitions Principles of Faith, 1c expage it (hall do his 
Title no more hurt, than 'tis plain it would his Book , indeed neither. of 
them any at all, This Title .( ſays he) That Popith Principles -and+ 
Poſitions (when really believ'd) aredeſtructive, &c. -has.confured- 
his whole Book. # hy ?: Becauſe he canuot term them(pray wmark the Reas'\ 
ſox ).

Ithink I need mot go about to 
confute ſuch ſelf-evident Foolery as this ; the on Offer were an affront 
zo the meancſh Reader's Underſtanding s there's araly 4 School-boy, but 
knows that Chriſtian Religion teaches many uſeful and true Doftrines,which 
are mot neceſſary to 8 alvation, that yet are really beliewv'd by all thoſe that 
are really of the Chriſtian Religion. The Biſhop's Title therefore is wery 
proper, and very conſiſtent with the deſign of h1s Book, axd this man's exe 
ception to it moſt abſurd and frivolons. Tis indeed not onely proper, but 
charitable and modeſt ; it implies the Biſhop does nct believe, that all why 
liuen the external Communion of the Church of Rome, are either ſo 
diflayal to their Prince, or ſounmerciful to their Friends and Neighbours, 
as thoſe Dotrines he tharges wpon her, really ana heartily affeyted to, muſt 
needs make them, He hopes poſſibly, that Humane Nature it ſelf in ſome 
may check at their harſhneſs, and a particular ſweetneſs of temper (f others, 
wery much allay the Maliznancy of their Poiſon, and hinder them from 
having their full effect upon the Wnderſlavding, at leaft ſuch an effect as 
75 juſtly to be dreaded from them, when they ſeize upon the minas of melan-

The Friars exhorted them with tears not 
toſpare any of the ſaid Proteſtants. 

Theday before this Maſſacre began 4»no 1642, the Prieſts- gave 
the people a Diſmils at Maſs, with liberty to go out and take rolti 
on of all the Lands of the Proteſtants, as alto to ſtrip and rob, and 
deipoil them of all their Goods and Cattel. E 

The 1r:/þ, when the Maſſacre began, perſuaded many of their 
Proteſtant Neighbours to bring their Goods to them,and they would 
ſecure them ; and hereby they got abundance peaceably into their 
hands, whereofthey cheatcd them, refuſing to reſtore them ; yer (© 
confident were the Proteſtants at firſt of them, that they gave them 
Inventories of all they had, and digged up their?beſtthings thar 
were hidden ih the Crotund, and depolited ther in their. cpſtody, 
They al/ogor much-+hro their handsby fair promiſes, deep Oaths and 
Engagements, that it they would deliver them their Goods, they 
would ſuffer thcm with their Wives and Children quietly to depart 
the Countrey; and when they had got what they could, they atter- 
wards murder'd them. 

Having thus ſeized upon their Goods and Cattel, ranſack'd their 
houſes, got their perſons, {tript Man, Woman, and.Child naked, 
they turn'd them out of doors, ſtrictly prohibiting the 7r//# under 
great penalties not to give them any Relief, By means heregftmany 
miſcrably periſh'd through Cold, N ukedneſs, and Hunger. -* © 

In the Town of Coleraine, of theie poor people that fled/thither for 
ſuccour, many thoulands died in two days, ſo that the Living could 
not bury the Dead, bur laid their Carcafles in ranks ja waſteand

One Meagaalen Redman depoleth, That ſhe and divers other Pro- 
teſtants, amongit whom were twoandtwenty:Widows, were fir(t 
robbed, and then ({tript naked, and when they had covered them-, 
lelves with: Straw, the bloudy Papilts threw in; burning (Straw!

to {trip the people, and molt cruclly put them to the Sword, murder- 
ing them all without mercy. 

At, Liſſenskeath they hanged and killed above one hundred of che 
Scoriſh Proteſtants. In the Counties of Armagh and Tyrone, where 
the Proteſtants were more numerous, their Murdercrs were more 
multiplied, and with greater cruelty. 

Mac Guire coming to the Caltle of Ziſſex:keath, delired to ſpeak 
with Mr. Miadleton, who admitted him in ; he firſt burat the Re- 
cords of the County, then demanded one thouſand pounds which

F At Portendown Bridze there were one thouland Men, Women, and 
Children carried 1n ſeveral companies, aud all unmercifully drown- 
ed inthe River, yea, in that Countrey there were four thouſand 
perſons drowned in leveral places. 

 Inoneplacean hundred and forty Exzliſh were taken and driven 
like Cuand for many miles together. Other companies they carried

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At another time one hundred and forty Proteſtants being thrown

At' Armagh O Cane got together all the Proteſtants thereabouts, 
"pretending to conduct them to Coleraine ; but before they were 
gone a days juurney they: were all murder'd, and fo-were many 
others, though they had ProteRions from Sir Philers Oneal, The 
Aged people in Armagh were carried to Charlemont, and there mur- 


dered:. 


' Preſently after the Town of Armagh was burnt, and five hundred 


perſons murdered and drowned. In Kiloman were forty eight Fa- 
-milies murder'd. In one Houſe twenty two Proteſtants were burnt. 
In Xilmore all the Inhabitants wereſtript and maſſacred, being two 
hundred Families: The whole Countrey: was a common Butche- 
ry ; many thouſands periſhed by the Swore; Famine, Fire, Water, 
and all othercruel Deaths that Rage and Malice could invent. 

At Gaſel they put all the Protettants into a loathſom Dungeon, 
kept them twelve Weeks in great milery ,. ſome they barbarouſly 
mangled, and left them languiſhing ; ſome they hanged up twice or 
thrice, others they buried alive. 

InQaeens County an Engliſhman, his Wie, and five Childten, and 
2 Maid, were all hang'd together.

ſh: rode 40 miles1A oneday, from WNorfo/t to her Caſtle of Framiug+ 
ham in Suffolk, wheretaking upon her the Name and Title of Queen, 
the gave norice-tdthe Proteſtarit Nobility and Gentry of the Coun- 
ty, That if they would aſſiſt her ingetting the Crown, lhe would nt + 
ways attempt-the leaſt Alteration of the Religion eftabliſhed by her Brather 
K, Edward VI.

-: But ſhe was no ſooner got into the Throne; 'than- the broke: her 
Word'ar.d Faith given to thee Proveftants, and' (which is very 
ſtrange and remarkable) did afterward proſecute them more fevere- 
ly than ſhedid any other Proteſtants in the Kingdom ; though ſhe 
kept her Faith with all of them alike, as you wilt fee by and by.
